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KY Beef Checkoff 
vote is Nov. 20 

For more than 30 years, 
Kentucky farmers have sup¬ 
ported the beef industry 
through a per-head check¬ 
off program. When it began 
in 1976, the checkoff was 
10 cents per head. The pas¬ 
sage of the 1985 Farm Bill 
replaced with state program 
with a Federal Beef Checkoff 
program of $ 1 per head when 
a beef animal is sold during 
its lifetime. Half of the mon¬ 
ey comes back to Kentucky 
to support state beef promo¬ 
tion through the Kentucky 
Beef Council. 

When the Federal pro¬ 
gram was threatening to end 
in 2004, Kentucky producers 
overwhelmingly supported 
reinstating a state check¬ 
off and even an additional 
checkoff if the Federal pro¬ 
gram stayed intact. 

In May 2014, the Ken¬ 
tucky Cattlemen’s Associa¬ 
tion appointed a Kentucky 
Beef Checkoff Task Force. 
This group made an applica¬ 
tion to the Kentucky Board 
of Agriculture requesting a 
referendum to add an addi¬ 
tional $1 state beef checkoff 
program in the state. 

Many producers believe 
this unique checkoff will 
strengthen beef demand not 
only in Kentucky, but across 
the country and beyond. The 
funds will allow Kentucky 
beef producers to fund their 
own industry in a way that 
compliments current pro¬ 
grams and allows them to 
confront beef industry chal¬ 
lenges including consumer 
attitudes, rising beef prices 
and food safety and animal 
safety concerns. 

Kentucky cattle produc¬ 
ers have a chance to vote on 
the referendum to support 
beef promotion. The vote 
will take place Nov. 20 at the 
Bracken County Extension 
Office. 

Voting is open to all pro¬ 
ducers of bovine animals 
involved in the marketing 
or sale of bovine animals in 
Kentucky. If the referendum 
passes, the Kentucky Beef 
Promotion Council will take 
on the responsibility of over¬ 
seeing the funds. This coun¬ 
cil is made up of beef and 
dairy producers and industry 
professionals.

From The Bracken Record 
December 6, 1876 

Dry Goods! Fresh Ar¬ 
rivals!

December 13, 1876 

Last Friday night was the 
stormiest and most disagree¬ 
able night we have had for 
years. 

We have not had a mail 
from Cincinnati since Sat¬ 
urday last, the boats having 
stopped running on account of 
the ice in the river. 

Augusta reports: Christ¬ 


mas next Monday week. Ice 
in the river is 4 inches thick. 
Brockman’s got ‘em—Christ¬ 
mas goods. Every ice house 
in our city is full—if not it 
should be. These are desper¬ 
ate dull times for everybody in 
this place—river full of ice, no 
boats, no mail. How long will 
this be thusly? 

Last Wednesday night the 
Brooksville and Augusta stage 
met with a slight accident on 
its way to Brooksville caused 
by the frightening of the hors¬ 
es, and upsetting the stage on 
the pike between this place 
and Chatham. Fortunately 
there was but little freight and 
but one passenger, Mr. Wil¬ 
liam Hiles, of Brooksville, 
who made his escape unhurt. 

The Brooksville and Au¬ 
gusta stage started from this 
place to Brooksville last Fri¬ 
day night and owing to the 
inclement weather that night 
prevented her from going any 
further than the toll-gate, near 
this place. 

December 20, 1876 

The President receives 
one hundred and thirty seven 
dollars per day, Sundays in¬ 
cluded, as a salary.

Santa Claus Lane will 
be open from 9 a.m. until 3 
p.m. and after the parade on 
December 6. The “lane” is in 
the Watson building and is al¬ 
ways worth a stroll for young 
and old.

Idolatry can 
take many forms, from worshipping creatures rather than 
the Creator, to worshipping an image. The original Greek 
word, eidololatres, is a simple combination of two Greek 
words, eidos, meaning form, and latreia, meaning service, 
suggesting that the term originally entailed worshipping 
(or serving) an image or form. For whatever reason, human 
beings are strangely disposed to this grave sin, perhaps 
because we are material beings and our minds and hearts 
are so easily drawn to images and material things which 
can then seem by their power or beauty to be divine. The 
history of the early Israelites is replete with examples of 
idolatry, most notably the worship of the golden calf in 
the 32nd chapter of Exodus, but also earlier in Genesis 
31:19, where we are informed ’’When Laban had gone to 
shear his sheep, Rachel stole her father's household gods.” 
Household gods is a translation of the Hebrew word 
"teraphim” and in this passage there is barely a hint of 
God's disapproval. In Exodus 32, however, three-thousand 
of the Israelites were struck down by the sword for their 
sin of worshipping the golden calf. Shortly thereafter "the 
Lord struck the people with a plague because of what they 
did with the calf Aaron had made." (Exodus 32:35) We 
would all do well to remember God's first commandment.

Accord¬ 
ing to the meteorologists, we 
can expect some much cooler 
weather by the time you are 
reading this article and that 
means we will be spending 
more for heating our homes 
and businesses! Many folks 
rely on wood stoves and fur¬ 
naces for heat while many 
others take the traditional 
route of heating with natural 
or propane gas or electricity.

one step, the decreased need 
in energy would result in the 
same drop in emissions as 
removing almost ten million 
cars from the road each year! 
The EPA also urges home- 
owners to set hot water heat¬ 
ers to 120 degrees that will 
result in a 6 to 10% decrease 
in energy use each year. 

This next tip does not ap¬ 
ply so much to saving energy 
in the home, but will defi¬ 
nitely save money that can 
be applied to increased heat¬ 
ing costs!

Fernleaf Highland Volunteer Fire 
Department receives funds 


Lieutenant Governor 
Jerry Abramson joined local 
and state officials to announce 
funding for the Fernleaf 
Highland Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment through the Mason 
County Fiscal Court. 

The $500,000 Communi¬ 
ty Development Block Grant 
awarded to the Mason County 
Fiscal Court will help acquire 
and renovate the Lykens Dis¬ 
tribution Center located at 
3197 AA Highway in Mason 
County - a 10,400-square-foot 
building. 

“As a former mayor, I 
am very familiar with the 
needs of firefighters and those 
they serve,” said Lt. Gov. 
Abramson. “Modem firefight¬ 
ing resources and equipment 
are an absolute necessity in en¬ 
suring both firefighters’ safety 
and their ability to quickly and 
effectively respond to service 
calls. This new location for the 
Fernleaf Highland Volunteer 
Fire Department station will 
provide a modem fire depart¬ 
ment that’s able to better serve 
its community.” 

The Fernleaf Highland 
Volunteer Fire Department 
is responsible for serving ap¬ 
proximately 421 households 
and several businesses and fac¬ 
tories in western Mason Coun¬ 
ty, stretching from Maysville 
to the Bracken County line. 

The current fire station 
is only 1,440 square feet and 
cannot accommodate all of the 
equipment required for use by 
the unit. In addition, the cur¬ 
rent facility’s bay doors are 
not large enough to accom¬ 
modate the department’s fire 
tmcks, limiting the ability of 
the unit to securely park their 
fire tmcks inside the building. 

The station has been pro¬ 
hibited from purchasing new 
fire tmcks to serve the grow¬ 
ing number of businesses and 
factories due to the inability 
of larger tmcks to fit into the 
doors of the current fire sta¬ 
tion. The current fire station 
provides no office space and 
training rooms for the firefight¬ 
ers to conduct organized meet¬ 
ings and operational drills. 

The Lykens Distribu¬ 
tion Center already contains 
finished interior office space, 
training rooms and Americans 
with Disabilities Act-acces¬ 
sible restrooms. The facility 
is equipped with public water, 
sewer and all electrical utili¬ 
ties. The building currently 
has two large garage doors at 
each end of the facility. 

The Fernleaf Highland 
Volunteer Fire Department 
plans to make minor repairs to 
the wooden door frames and 
light fixtures. 

The new fire station build¬ 
ing will allow the fire depart¬ 
ment to store all of its equip¬ 
ment and resources in a single 
location, and accommodate 
future growth of the unit. 

The Mason County Fiscal 
Court will be responsible for 
insuring and paying tax costs 
associated with the new build¬ 
ing. The Fernleaf Highland 
Volunteer Fire Department 
will own the facility and be 
responsible for the operations 
and maintenance of the new 


facility. 

People’s Bank of 
Maysville, who owns the 
building, is offering to donate 
$100,000 of the appraised val¬ 
ue of the building as a discount 
to the fire department, reduc¬ 
ing the sale of the building 
from $650,000 to $550,000 
for the fire department. The 
Fernleaf Highland Volunteer 
Fire Department will secure 
a $65,000 loan from People’s 
Bank for the remaining cost of 
the project. 

“When there is a fire or an 
emergency situation, time is of 
the essence,” said Sen. Walter 
Blevins Jr, of Morehead. “Vol¬ 
unteer fire departments provide 
the reaction time necessary to 
stifle a burning home, rescue 
victims and salvage valuables 
in rural communities. Mason 
County is fortunate to have 
volunteers who are willing 
to leave the comfort of their 
homes at a moment’s notice 
to ensure the safety of their 
community. It is important 
that these volunteers have the 
proper equipment and facili¬ 
ties. I am pleased to help ob¬ 
tain funding for improvements 
to the Fernleaf Highlight Vol¬ 
unteer Fire Department that 
will better meet the needs of 
the volunteers and the com¬ 
munity.” 

“I’m really pleased to see 
the Fernleaf Fire Station re¬ 
ceive this sizable grant, and to 
have so much given as a local 
match,” said Rep. Mike Den¬ 
ham of Maysville. “Together, 
this money will give the de¬ 
partment the modem facility 
it deserves. Its responsibilities 
have grown significantly in re¬ 
cent years, so now is the ideal 
time to undertake this work.” 

“This project for the Fern- 
leaf Volunteer Fire Station was 
a greatly needed project for 
this community, and will pri¬ 
marily benefit the western part 
of Mason County,” said Ma¬ 
son County Judge-Executive 
James “Buddy” Gallenstein. 
“This new station will allow 
our volunteer firefighters to 
provide a much needed service 
that is essential to the safety of 
our county.” 

“Seconds, not minutes, 
can sometimes mean the dif¬ 
ference in saving lives when 
it comes to fighting fires,” said 
Department for Local Gov¬ 
ernment Commissioner Tony 
Wilder. “This funding for a 
newly located, easily accessi¬ 
ble fire station for the Fernleaf 
Highland Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment will provide the de¬ 
partment’s firefighters with the 
quality facility and resources 
they need to keep the citizens 
in their community as safe as 
possible.” 

The state’s Community 
Development Block Grant 
program is administered by the 
Department for Local Govern¬ 
ment and funded through the 
U.S. Department of Hous¬ 
ing and Urban Development 
(HUD). Kentucky’s Congres¬ 
sional leaders’ ongoing sup¬ 
port of the Community Devel¬ 
opment Block Grant program 
ensures the availability of con¬ 
tinued funding in Kentucky 
and nationally.

Hunters prohibited from 
bringing carcasses of 
deer killed in Ohio 
into Kentucky 

Hunters will no longer 
be able to bring the whole 
carcass of a deer killed in 
Ohio into Kentucky. 

Researchers recently 
confirmed that a deer held in 
a northeastern Ohio captive 
hunting reserve tested posi¬ 
tive for chronic wasting dis¬ 
ease (CWD). 

CWD is a contagious 
and fatal neurological dis¬ 
ease that affects deer, elk and 
other cervids native to North 
America. Currently, there is 
no evidence that CWD can 
be transmitted to humans. 

Chronic wasting disease 
has been previously detected 
in other neighboring states 
including Missouri, Illinois, 
West Virginia and Virginia. 
Ohio joins 19 other states 
and two Canadian provinces 
where this disease has been 
found. 

Kentucky, which does 
not have the disease in its 
animals, prohibits the impor¬ 
tation of whole carcasses or 
high-risk cervid parts such as 
the brain, spinal cord, eyes, 
lymphoid tissue from deer or 
elk killed in CWD-infected 
states and provinces. 

Hunters may bring back 
deboned meat, hindquarters, 
antlers attached to a clean 
skull plate, a clean skull, 
clean teeth, hides and fin¬ 
ished taxidermy products. 
To help prevent the entry of 
CWD into the state, the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources dis¬ 
courages hunters from bring¬ 
ing back high-risk parts of 
deer or elk taken in any state, 
regardless of CWD status. 

Several proactive steps 
have been taken by Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife, the 
Kentucky Department of Ag¬ 
riculture and captive cervid 
owners to prevent the intro¬ 
duction of the disease into 
the state. 

Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life monitors wild deer and 
elk herds while the Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture 
monitors the captive herds. 
Since 2002, Kentucky has 
tested more than 23,000 deer 
and elk for the presence of 
the disease. All results have 
been negative. 

Regulations enacted 
to reduce the likelihood of 
CWD in Kentucky have in¬ 
cluded a ban on importation 
of live cervids from CWD- 
positive states, mandatory 
CWD monitoring of captive 
herds and prohibiting the im¬ 
portation of high-risk carcass 
parts from CWD-positive 
states into Kentucky. 

This disease can persist 
in the environment and may 
be contracted from contami¬ 
nated soil or vegetation or 
through contact with infect¬ 
ed cervid parts. The move¬ 
ment of live animals, either 
through the captive deer 
trade or natural migration, is 
one of the greatest risk fac¬ 
tors in spreading the disease 
to new areas.

On Thursday, Novem¬ 
ber 13th the Mason County 
Extension Service will be 
hosting a meeting for bee¬ 
keepers or those interested in 
starting. The purpose of the 
meeting will be to establish a 
group of bee enthusiasts and 
see if there is enough interest 
in starting a local beekeeping 
organization in Mason Coun¬ 
ty. Thursday night’s meeting 
will include a guest speaker, 
Christine Tailer. Tailer has 
been a beekeeper for 10 
years in Georgetown, Ohio. 
She will be giving a presen¬ 
tation on how she keeps bees 
“sustainably,” without the 
use of pesticides or medica¬ 
tion. When asked her advice 
to new beekeepers, she said 
just keep at it! She suggests 
that those beginning bee¬ 
keeping should start with at 
least two hives. This way, 
if one dies you will not be 
completely devastated, said 
Tailer.

Snapp improves 
Performance at 
the State Meet 

For the third consecutive 
year, Augusta junior Camryn 
Snapp earned his way to the 
KHSAA State Cross Coun¬ 
try Class “A” Championship 
on Saturday, November 8. 
Snapp’s advancement to the 
State Meet was due to a third 
place finish at the Regional 
Championship, where he ran 
a 17:10 and was the first indi¬ 
vidual qualifier of five. 

Snapp could be classi¬ 
fied as a post-season veteran 
at the Horse Park. Two years 
ago as a freshman, Snapp ran 
an 18:46 at the Horse Park, 
placing 70 th . Last year, he ran 
an 18:12 at the post-season 
competition, placing 32 nd . 
Spectators often look at it as 
an “easy course,” but runners 
often disagree. “It’s not the 
hardest, but not the easiest,” 
Snapp said about the course. 
“It is mostly gradual hills. 
Right from the start there’s 
a hill and the finish of the 
course is a hill. That’s why 
I think many runners dislike 
the course.” 

It was obvious early in 
the race that Snapp would 
continue his downward trend 
of state meet performances. 
Throughout the first mile 
and a half, Snapp was in the 
ninth to tenth position. In the 
second half of the race, he 
slipped to 15 th at one point. 
However, a late push allowed 
him to finish in 13 th place out 
of 210 runners with a time of 
17:23. That is an improve¬ 
ment of 19 spots from last 
year and 49 seconds faster. 
He was also named to the 
Kentucky Track and Cross 
Country Coaches Associa¬ 
tion All-State Team. 

“I was pleased with 
Cam’s performance,” Coach 
Tim Litteral stated. “He con¬ 
tinues to improve every year. 
Coming into the season, 
looking to the state meet, I 
thought he could get into the 
top twenty. He made it into 
the top 15 and was in the mix 
for top ten. Next year, he 
could be competing for a top 
five finish.”

In Lexington, the Wildcats 
toyed with UPike then George¬ 
town, but the entertainment was 
seeing Chris Briggs - grad as¬ 
sistant to Tubby Smith at UK 
- take a bow, wave to family 
and friends, then send out the 
likes of Bopper Stenzel (Win¬ 
chester), Corey Washburn (Mt. 
Washington) and Tony Kimbro 
(Louisville) to compete against 
America’s No. 1 on America’s 
largest stage in front of 21,490 
fans. 

Only one to have it bet¬ 
ter than Bopper, Hobo McCoy 
(Pikeville) and the rest, was Pat¬ 
rick McSweeney at Yum Center 
Sunday. 

UofL WHO?

It is the policy of City of Brooksville to implement 
programs to ensure equal opportunity in housing for 
all persons regardless of race, color, religion, sex or 
national origin.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the City shall 
publicize this Resolution and through this publicity shall 
encourage owners of real estate, developers and builders to 
become aware of their respective responsibilities and rights 
under the Federal Fair Housing Law and amendments and 
any applicable state of local laws or ordinances. 

SAID PROGRAM will at a minimum include: (1) 
printing and publicizing of this policy and other applicable 
fair housing information through local media and 
community contacts; (2) distribution of posters, flyers, and 
any other means that will bring attention to those affected, 
the knowledge of their respective responsibilities and 
rights concerning equal opportunity in housing; and (3) 
prepare an analysis of impediments to fair housing choice 
and actions to mitigate such impediments.

Rural job 
opportunities 
discussed before 
state lawmakers 

Health care is overtaking 
manufacturing as Kentucky’s 
major growth industry, a state 
data expert told the General 
Assembly’s Subcommittee 
on Rural Issues, chaired by 
Subcommittee Co-Chair Rep. 
Mike Denham, D-Maysville. 

Ron Crouch, a demogra¬ 
pher with the Kentucky Edu¬ 
cation and Workforce De¬ 
velopment Cabinet, said the 
shift to health care has hap¬ 
pened since 2001 as manu¬ 
facturing has lost jobs. 

“So health care is going 
to be a big growth industry, 
and we’re about to see a large 
growth in an aging popula¬ 
tion (with the aging of Baby 
Boomers),” said Crouch. 

The panel also heard 
from the Cabinet for Eco¬ 
nomic Development’s Chief 
of Staff Hollie Spade and 
Shawn Rogers from the 
Cabinet’s Office of Entrepre¬ 
neurship on programs like 
the SOAR (Shaping Our Ap¬ 
palachian Region) initiative, 
which is focused on econom¬ 
ic development in 54 East 
Kentucky counties. Spade 
said the Cabinet continues 
“to assist those who are com¬ 
ing up with some creative 
solutions and trying to help 
where we can with those.” 

Spade said the Cabinet 
continues “to assist those 
who are coming up with 
some creative solutions and 
trying to help where we can 
with those.” Other Cabi¬ 
net programs affecting rural 
Kentucky are marketing of 
the Next Generation Ken¬ 
tucky Information Highway, 
the Kentucky Innovation 
Network, among others. 

Also discussed was the 
state’s Build-Ready program, 
which state officials say is 
helping communities attract 
companies to Kentucky with 
construction-ready sites in¬ 
stead of existing buildings. 

All ground work at a 
Build-Ready site -includ¬ 
ing environmental work and 
grading—must be finished 
for a site to qualify under the 
new program announced in 
April, Will McDowell with 
the Economic Development 
Cabinet’s Department for 
Business Development ex¬ 
plained to the panel. “We’re 
just short of an existing build¬ 
ing, but we can now compete 
with projects that require a 
building.” 

The meeting concluded 
with a report on trends in the 
state’s job market and an up¬ 
date on Work Ready commu¬ 
nities by Melissa Aguilar of 
the Education and Workforce 
Development Cabinet.

Sheriff’s Office 
warns citizens 
of phone scams 

The Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Office is asking that 
citizens be aware of a couple 
of phone scams that are go¬ 
ing around. The first, is a 
scam where someone claim¬ 
ing to be a law enforcement 
official (US Marshall, FBI, 
Secret Service) advises the 
caller that they have commit¬ 
ted a crime whether it be with 
credit card, checks or some 
other crime. The caller then 
advises that if this is not taken 
care of by sending a certain 
amount of money to them 
that an arrest warrant will be 
issued for them. The second, 
is where the caller states that 
they are calling from a jail 
in Mexico and advises that 
your child or grandchild has 
been arrested with drugs and 
money is needed to be wired 
to them for bail money to 
get them out of jail. Finally, 
there are calls going around 
stating that you have won a 
lot of money from American 
Cash Award or Publisher’s 
Clearing House and in or¬ 
der to receive your prize you 
need to go to Walmart and 
send money for shipping 
and handling costs to them. 
These are all just attempts to 
get you to send them money 
which usually goes overseas 
and there is no way of track¬ 
ing the caller or the money 
after it is sent. If they are 
asking you for money or for 
personal information (birth 
date, social security #, etc) 
over the phone, do not dis¬ 
close any information as 
these are normally scam art¬ 
ists trying to get your money 
and information. 

With the holiday season 
coming up the Sheriff’s Of¬ 
fice is advising the citizens 
to be vigilant as there will be 
several scams or ways that 
individuals will attempt to 
steal your money from you. 
If you are going to be pur¬ 
chasing on Craigs List, Ebay, 
Amazon and other electronic 
means, it is always best to use 
a credit card and not a debit 
card. The credit card allows 
you to possibly recoup your 
money if the transaction 
turns out bad, debit cards do 
not allow this process to oc¬ 
cur. They have had individu¬ 
als that have purchased items 
and sent payment and then 
did not receive the item, and 
those that have sold items and 
the buyer will send a check 
that is larger than the pur¬ 


chase price asking the seller 
to send back the difference. 
Whenever you purchase or 
sell online you are taking a 
chance on getting scammed, 
especially if you are dealing 
with other individuals. If 
you are going to purchase on¬ 
line it is always best to use a 
credit card that you have the 
right to cancel the purchase, 
giving you some sense of se¬ 
curity. 

The main thing to re¬ 
member is this, if it looks too 
good to be true it usually is. 
If they are asking you to send 
money to them or they are re¬ 


questing any personal infor¬ 
mation from you, BEWARE 
as these are scam artists who 
are trying to take advantage 
of you. One of the biggest 
targets for these scams are 
our senior citizens because 
they feel that they are vul¬ 
nerable and will fall for these 
tactics. Be vigilant and cau¬ 
tious when acting on infor¬ 
mation received from these 
individuals.
